Sammy Tanner bounced back again to prove that he is the best 
half-miler in the west and one of the best ever—east or west. 

The red and white-clad redhead went into the National last Satur- 
day night winless in the main event column since last July. His time 
trial, a distant 12th, did not help his cause when it came to picking 


pre-race favorites. 

But when it all started to count 
it was Tanner again in typical“ Fly- 
ing Flea” style, making the rest of 
the field look like merely names and 
numbers to fill in the show. 

Sliding Sammy polished off his 
heat race for his 329th win and took 
measure of Guy Louis, Ralph White, 
Roger Reiman and Elliott Schultz 
with the fastest ten laps of the 
night. Sam was the only rider to cut 
five miles in the three-minute 
bracket. 

The final was a repeat of the 
previous two years with Tanner 
blasting to the outside and getting 
it over with in a hurry. Mel Lacher, 
the fastest qualifier and opening 
heat race winner, led for over two 
laps before giving way tothe eleven- 
year veteran and his C.R. Axtell- 
tuned BSA single. 

From that point on it was all 
Tanner with the capacity crowd 
centering their attention on the race 
for 3rd between Bart Markel and 
Gene Romero. 

The new and the old matched 
wheels and throttles for 15 laps 
with Markel again thrilling the fans 
with high-groove riding and Romero 
cutting fat ones down the middle. 

Experience payed off for the 
Flint flyer, Markel, as he moved by 
and away from the sensational first 
year Expert and aimed for second 
place Mel Lacher. 

Bart chopped the distance and 
then slid past on the 19th lap to 
wrap up second place money and 
national points—just about enough 
to insure his third Grand National 
AMA title. 

One of the finest races ever run 
came in the opening Expert heat race 
when Markel battled Lacher for the win 
all the way and a second and more im- 
portant battle took place for the final 
two transfer spots just down the track. 

The riders concerned, Gary Nixon, 
Dick Hammer, Dan Haaby and Mert Law- 
will, put on a show that will not soon 
be forgotten. 

Lawwilland Haaby were early trans- 
fer spot riders with Nixon and Hammer 
coming on strong. Gary bounced in and 
out of a transfer spot no less than six 
times before finally edging Hammer and 
Haaby for third. Hammer took fourth and 
last transfer on the last lap from Haaby 
for the biggest upset of the night. Law- 
will faded badly the last five laps and 
ran a surprisingly distant sixth place.

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Beginning A Crusade 
Against Hazards To Motorcycle Riding

Ronald Burris was the kind of lad you’d have been proud to call your 
son. His father, a schoolteacher in Colton, California, taught Ron to ride a 
motorbike when he was thirteen years old. Ron had a good mind. He quickly 
learned the responsibility that goes with motorcycle riding. His father taught 
him always to wear a helmet and to respect the rights of other people. “He 
was a good child,” his mother told me. “Ronnie had his helmet on when... 
it happened.” 

Mrs. Burris has not yet recovered from the shock and grief of losing her 
son, but she bravely, with voice breaking, related what she could of the 
incomprehensible tragedy. 

On Saturday, August 27, 1966 Ron and some friends had ridden out on 
their bikes to do some off-the-highway trailing. 

“He was always tinkering with his bike,” Mrs. Burris remembers. “He 
was going to try it out” in the hills near his home. At the east end of Deberry 
St. there is a dirt path through an orange grove, lined by tall stands of Euca- 
lyptus trees. Ron’s friends said they had permission to use the private road 
to get to their riding grounds. As they reached the inviting dirt road they 
turned up the throttles, as kids will do, but Ron’s bike trailed behind. Per- 
haps'it wasn't running well, or maybe he was taking it easy to let new parts 
wear in properly, at any rate Ron's friends were out of sight when they turned 
off the dirt road onto another trail. Ron missed the turnoff. That was his only 


crime. A few minutes later, at 2:45 p.m. he was killed for "trespassing" by a 
chain strung across the road (| quote the San Bernardino Sun-Telegram) "to 


prevent cyclists from using the dirt path." 

Later Mrs. Burris, her husband and Mr. Burris' brother visited the scene 
of the *accident", impelled by the need to understand how this thing could 
have happened to their son, whom they knew was a skillful, safe, law-abiding 
rider. “We drove about five miles an hour, looking for the chain. We knew 
about where it was, but even then we almost touched it before we saw it." 

I asled Mrs. Burris if she would describe the thing. *It was heavy iron 
chain, all rusty and brown the same color as the road and the trees and 


everything else. There is a row of Eucalyptus 
road. It was fastened to two of them.” 

Mrs. Burris doesn’t recall seeing any sign of warning that the chain was 
there. But Mr. Burris’ brother tied his white handkerchief to the middle of the 
chain before they went away. If someone had done that sooner, Ron Burris 
might still be alive. 

We leave to the bereaved family the decision whether to prosecute the 
persons responsible for installing the device that caused their son's death. 
"Ii wouldn't bring my son back,” Mrs. Burris has said. She doesn’t believe 
that any of her neighbors would purposely set out a trap to kill children and 
we would like to believe she is right. 

But whether intentionally or by accident, a boy’s life has been lost and 
I am angry because of it. Ronald Burris could have been any one of us. It 
could be you or me next time, lying in the trail half-decapitated by a device 
so simple and so foolish and so innocent in the eyes of the law. 

I am angry because every legislative measure that is being enacted 
where motorcycle riders are concerned is purely restrictive while nothing is 
being done to save our necks. 

I.am angry because the chains, cables, wires and other neck-breaking 
barricades that are planted in our paths are unable to “keep motorcycles out” 
in the first place. It is simple, if you survive the encounter, to lift the chain 
and go under, or ride around the attaching posts. 

I am angry because the Forestry Service, State, City and County parks 
departments string cables across trails up and down the nation without giving 
a thought to the hazard they create for cycle riders. 

And I am angry, most of all, because nothing is being done to prevent the 
the kind of tragedy that struck Ron Burris from happening again. 

The outfit responsible for the death of Ron Burris is named National 
Orange Company. |

CYCLING AMONG THE "IN" PUBS, 


Lately it seems that articles on two 
wheeled, mechanized things are as in- 
dispensable to slick magazines as sex.

ing the hunt.” 

Imagine trying to explain that to a 
California policeman, if you happen to 
beridinga chopped Harley anda Tijuana 
vest. “Honest officer, it isn’t a raid, 
I’m trying to commandeer a German hel- 
met to, uh...stockpile with the rest of 
my pillage...” But the Playboys and

In Cavalier it would 
probably be beer. 


DEPARTMENT OF CONFUSION—— 
AMA RULES 


Just when we thought it was all 
straightened out, a contradiction comes 
up that raises again the question of 
whether AMA Class C racers can com- 
pete in AMA Sportsman Scrambles and 
TT's. 

As nearly as we can decipher from 
the tortured English in the District 36 
Referee’s Meeting report (Aug. 8, 1966), 
L.H. McDonald of the Polka Dots M.C. 
asked why Class C professionals are 
being permitted to compete in Amateur 
events in District 36. 

To quote the report; “This was dis- 
cussed at some length before it was 
pointed out that this was a rule of the 
AMA in Columbus and all class C license 
holders who are Amateur or Expert and 
violate Class C rules are policed by the 
AMA in Columbus and would still be 
permitted to compete in Sportsman. Len 
Allen (Dist. Referee) produced a letter 
from Dudley Perkins to the AMA agree- 
ing with a letter sent to the AMA from 
Len Allen and also one from John Pires 
that these Class C riders must have 
some place to ride to keep in practice 
so they will look like Class C riders if 
and when there are some Class C events 
for them to ride." 

Does that answer your question Mr. 
McDonald? 

How about therest of you sports fans? 

The general feeling among AMA in- 
siders is that the controversial ruling 
wil be dropped next year. It doesn't 
seem to have helped the Class C racers 
much, and it's virtually unenforceable. 
Apparently only the Southern California 
area had to feel the sting of Columbus’ 
lash. Skip Van Leeuwen was suspended 
for winning a Bakersfield (Dist. 36-a) 
Scrambles and the DirtDiggers M.C. was 
disenfranchised for trying to circumvent 
the ruling. Proof of the protest was Van 
Leeuwen’s pictures in Cycle News, rid- 
ing the race. Since that time many Class 
C Amateurs:and Experts have appeared 
in this paper riding Sportsman events, 
but no action has been taken. 

We feel that the rule could have bene- 
fitted Class C promoters and profession- 
als if it had been administered properly, 
&nd modified to permit Amateurs to ride 
Sportsman races if they wished. Also, if 
the promoters who pushed hardest for 
therulehad invested more cashin purses, 
publicity and track improvement, we 
might shed a tear for its passing. 

As it now stands, the rule is hurting 
the sport, at least in Southern California. 
Such contradictions do nothing to en- 
hance the reputation of our national 
association. 


WHATS IN A NAME? 


Recently a motorcycle club in Santa 
Barbara donated a large red cross flag 
and flagpole to District 37, for use in 
marking the ambulance location at Desert 
events. This generous and humanitarian 
act, we feel, should not go unreported 
solely because the club chooses to call 
itself ''The Santa Barbarians.'

The Livermore Motorcycle Club, 
a road riding organization, pro- 
moted the Sportsman Short Track 
event at the Altamont Speedway on 
Sunday, September 4th, This was 
the first attempt at race promotion 
by this group and the twenty-eight 
members did a right good job, 
With but one week’s notice, over ninety riders showed up to do battle on 
the Altamont fifth-mile oval. Nearly 1,000 fans packed the stands for the 
show and were favored with shirt-sleeve weather for the night's racing. 


Stinky, Boss & Moss 


The Action got off to a fast start with the 90cc bombs. In the second 
main event of the evening, 16-year-old Bill (Stinky) Sargenti powered his 
Hodaka to a convincing wire-to-wire win in the 90cc Amateur go ahead of 
Luis Boss and Arnold Moss aboard a Honda and Bridgestone. 

Going up a couple of steps in classifications — Duane Francisco won the 
combined 90cc Expert/125cc Novice and Expert race. Duane, who is spon- 











sored by Cycle City of Walnut Creek, came off the line last but worked his 
way up to the third slot by the end of the first lap and moved into second 
place on the fourth. Three laps later, Duane powered his way past 90cc Ex- 
pert Lucky Tretheway and held the lead. 

The last race of the night was the 250cc Expert go'round. From the start, 
Duane Francisco took the lead with Bob Self right behind. As the pack roared 
off from the start, Roger Goldthwaite was bumped by another rider down to 
sixth going into the first turn but had moved up to second by the end of the 
first lap. Bultaco-mounted Don Stover moved up to third at this time dropping 
Self to the number four spot. 

Self and Stover fought it out for three laps when Bob managed to get back 
into third and stay there for the finish three laps later. As the flag fell on 
the night's last race, the order was Duane Francisco (Bultaco), Roger Gold- 
thwaite (Bultaco), Bob Self (Bultaco) and Don Stover (Ducati).

Over 1,000 motorcycle enthusiasts participated in this year’s Rosarita 
Scrambles in Mexico, held Sept. 3rd and 4th. This “Grand Prix by the Sea” is 
hosted by Hi-Boots M.C. of San Diego, California. This year the event was 
held farther down the coast about half way between Rosarita and Ensenada, 
Mexico. The course consisted of sand and wash-board and sand and wash- 
board, and that is the best possible description of the course. The two-day 
event was held under skiesthat only let in little trickles of sun occasionally. 

As usual this event draws riders and enthusiasts from great distances. 
There was the 65 and 72-year-old couple who rode down from Portland, Ore- 
gon. There were two families from Utah, and some more from Arizona. One 
rider was surprised when his father and mother showed up at the event. He 
hadn’t seen them for two years. We even had some of the Berdoo boys out 
there cheering, but not when the event was going. 

A total of 135 bikes were entered in the first day’s races. The torturous 
course took its toll and only a fraction of the riders finished the required 50 
miles. D. Engstrand and a very capable Yamaha managed a good hard ride to 
first place in the 90cc Novice event. Honda man Wayne Reynolds copped a 
good second ahead of third place J. Jernert also on a Yamaha. 

There were a number of powder-puff entries in the grueling race and S. 
Ternin stove off all competition on her little Honda to take first place laurels 
for the distaff section. The Experts were led to the finish line by C. Baker’s 
Zundapp. R. Jones and B. Trevek battled it out for the second and third place 
honors and ended it in that order. 

Up-sets 

Action in the 250cc class proved to be grueling. Many a participant part- 
ed company from their bikes in the wash-board sections and in the soft sand 
corner just before the !2 mile straight. 

Novices in the 250cc class were led through the monotonous 40 laps by 
hard-riding Al Vanderpool and his very adept Husqvarna.

his well tuned Bultaco. Don McCarley was out to take another scrambles win 
to match his victory last week at Encinitas. Although Don was really push- 
ing his Greeves, you could only do so much on this course. Don took a good 
second with D. Lang, also on a Greeves, taking third. 

Husquarna eats 40 inchers? 

Chuck Koscis defeated all in his class and many others to take a very 
welleridden win on a terrifically strong running 360cc Husky. Chuck's bike 
was running real strong in fact he led the entire field of bikes, including all 
the 40-inchers. This is not an uncommon thing in desert racing where it 
sometimes gets very rough and the small, better-handling bike can come out 
on top. But if there was any appreciable straight the big-bores would catch 
up. In this race the Husky did not lose an inch of ground on the straight- 
aways. 

Two Hi-Boots riders took a taste of their own medicine in the 500 Expert 
class but came through in the brass. Don Wood and his smooth running Honda

Despite all 
these circumstances the events were held and most managed to have fun on 
their bikes or celebrating. Hi-Boots M.C. sorrowfully announced that this 
looks to be the last “Grand Prix by the Sea" for some years due to land space 
problems and such, 

Through all this the Hi-Boots deserve to be congratulated for a well- 
organized event despite the odds. The event was by no means a failure, but e 
it lacked the old flair it used to have. We sincerely hope that this great an- 
nual race will not become a thing of the past and hope that matters can be 
ironed out.

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NEW WORLD CHAMP 


Agostini and MV; New Champions 

Giacomo Agostini won the Italian 
Grand Prix and the World's 500cc 
championship Sunday, September 11th 
by poweringhis four cylinder MV Agusta 
racer to victory over the finest road 
racing competition in the world at Monza. 

Former champion, Mike Hailwood of 
England, failed to finish the race due to 
a broken cylinder on his four cylinder 
Honda racer, Mike won the championship 
in 1965 aboard an MV but late in the 
1966 season he switched to the Japan- 
ese model and has been bothered by 
many mechanical problems.

The second running of the South 
Gate short track TT last Sunday saw

and the main events. Mashburn made it 
look easy, winning the 100cc trophy 
dash on his very quick Honda, even 
though Steve Scott was in hot pursuit on 
his Suzuki during the entire 4 laps. 
Keith broke out in the beginning and 
never lost his front running position. 

The 250cc event was quite another 
Story. Off the line Ray McCarty on his 
Husqvarna going into turn 2 was running 
in third place. The two front leaders 
went wide on a sharp left hander and 
the Husqvarna with its tremendous low 
end torque was able to slip into the 
lead going across the jump. Steve Scott 
had passed several riders and moved 
into second place trying fervently to 
catch Ray during the remaining three 
laps of the trophy dash but just couldn't 
reach the Husqvarna. 

The 100cc main event was a wild

out in front. In hot pursuit was Tom 
Sherman on a Honda. Third and 4th 
places, running neck and neck, were 
Marty Endless and Paul Wilde, and in 
fifth place was Steve Scott. On lap 5 of 
the 100cc 15 lap main event, Wilde fell 
coming out of the right hander on Turn 3 
leading to the jump, moving Marty into 
uncontended 3rd spot and Steve Scott 
into 4th.

FREE TICKET TO BIG SUR 


When the Loners M.C. convened the 
second time on Labor Day weekend at 
Big Sur, halfway up the California coast, 
one of the original members remarked 
that there were a lot more Loners on 
hand than ever. The other original Loner 
said she thought the group was less re- 
presentative than the previous year. 
Both were right. 

There were noLoner motorcycle riders 
at all from the Northern country, com- 
pared to four San Franciscans last year. 
The low cloud of fog that hung along 
the coast all weekend probably decided 
against motorcycling in the bay region. 
The campsite itself was difficult to 
find in the fog, but only a few hundred 
feet above Highway 1, up any of the 
superb trails the State Forestry Div- 
ision provides, you emerged from the 
greyness and, bathed in hot, clear sun- 
light, looked down on the clouded coast- 
line like from an aircraft. 

The best way to ride a motorcycle to 
Big Sur when it is foggy is via Naci- 
miento road, over the coastal mountains 
through Jolon, The air is warm, the 
road, while paved mostly, is still such 
a charmer that you forget all about time 
and distance and how tired you should 
be. The road is a light blue thread on 
most maps, dotted in some places. On 
others it dwindles to two thin lines, 
bent and wavy as a signature, No cart- 
ographer could graph all those curves, 
nor can this writer describe the sen- 
sation of soaring and sliding that one 
feels riding it, Freeways, phagh!

duced himself as a man who had inheri- 
ted his job, and would need help to do 
it, He'd also inherited a not-too-well-run 
office, a magazine that no one reads and 
problems, but *by God" he'd go to bat 
for us. As a Westerner himself he thought 
it would be pretty bad if he couldn't 
come out here when we were having 
troubles and listen to us first hand. 

With a smaller number of representa- 
tives on hand than usual and no advance 
notice of Mr. Berry’s appearance, the 
attending representatives were able to 
keep questions coming for the entire 
hour and a half period. 

Naturally, a lot of the questions re 
garded the Dirt Diggers and their prob- 
lems, but representatives asked about 
several subjects. Berry said that he 
hadn’t wanted to write the letter to the 
Dirt Diggers in which he had to reject 
their reapplication for charter, and he 
read a copy of this addressed to Tom 
Hoyle, President of the Dirt Diggers. It 
stated that their request for sanction 
was turned down because of their affili- 
ation with another association. At this, 
Larry Reed the District Referee and a 
Dirt Digger, left the table and Jean 
Carter who had been seated with the 
group on the main floor, stepped up onto 
the stage to fill the vacancy. 

A representative stood to ask “What 
is the AMA doing for the Sporting rider?” 
He continued his point that, “every 
year $8000 goes to the AMA from here, 
and what representation are we getting 
for what we are paying into the organi- 
zation? The average working man seated 
in the hall right here can’t afford to take 
a day off from work to go to City Hall to 
defend causes when the need comes up. 
Do we have a public relations man that 
we can call on when we need one who 
will do these things for us?” 

Berry replied that as to Governmental 
Relations the AMA has done nothing. 
The Motorcycle, Scooter and Allied 
Trades Association (MS&ATA) has been 
handed that chore. When problems come 
up, the local clubs and dealers etc., 
should start the action and the AMA will 
provide counsel to assist them. A repre- 
sentative asked, “Where was the AMA 
during Steve McQueen’s fight for the 
Malibu Mountain Section?” (McQueen 
was fighting to hold on to part of the 
area for motorcycle trails etc., and he 
received no help.) “Where was the AMA 
in this case?” (McQueen finally had to 
drop his fight because of business com- 
mitments.) 

Berry spread his hands and said he 
apologizes for his inadequacies, but he 
tries. 

Buck Smith of the Shamrocks asked 
how the Sports Committee got involved 
with the fight between the AMA and the 
Dirt Diggers. Jean Carter replied that 
the Committee got involved because the 
Dirt Diggers were a member club and 
that the Committee helps any club that 
gets into trouble when they are part of 
the District. 

Berry was asked who elected him to 
his position. He said that he was not 
elected but appointed by the Board of 
Trustees. 

Clarification was asked for on the 
ruling about dual-sanctioning of events. 
Berry had a copy of a large rule book on

Another national at Ascot in the record books and another carbon copy 
runaway by Sammy Tanner and his BSA, finely tuned by C.R. Axtell. Ammy 
now joins Eddie Mulder as the only other three-time national event winner 
this year with only two more nationals to go. 

Ascot is fast becoming the home of falling stars. There were many last 
Saturday night who fell by the wayside in the heat races ne € in the 


main event. 


The three riders that were most im- 
pressive were Mel Lacher, Gary Nixon 
and Roger Reiman. Lacher because he 
has finally found how to handle all that 
horsepower and Nixon and Reiman be- 
cause they again blew in cold and rode 
like the champions they really are. 

Nixon’s heat race ride against Ham- 
mer, Haaby and Lawwill was a classic 
and again proves that if desire is come 
bined with ability, then it can be done. 

The same goes for Reiman, who is 
not primarily known as a halfemiler but 
you would have never guessed it in the 
heat race, when he held off the veteran 
Elliott Schultz from wire to wire for the 
last transfer spot to the national final. 

Again too it was Bart Markel showing 
the fans why he is the number one rider. 
Bart rode a great one in both the heat 
and final and anytime you can finish 
second to Sammy in his backyard on 
national night——you have ridden a great 
one, 

This columnist and many others felt 
that if Harley-Davidson was going to 
win one, this had to be the year. Had it 
not been for Sammy it might have hap- 
pened with Markel and Lacher running 
two-three in the final. This is the first 
time that Milwaukee has put two of the 
top three into the winner’s circle in the 
eight-year history of the event. 

Now comes Carlsbad this Sunday and 
BSA finds itself a definite underdog 
with H-D and Triumph ready to do battle. 
Cal Raybom, who was eliminated in the 
heat race Saturday night, has never lost 
at Carlsbad on the big bikes and-is 
ready to win his first national title. 

Gary Nixon is ready with his Triumph 
and so is Buddy Elmore. These two 
have won all the major road races this 
year -and will be out to shut off Ray- 
born’s water in the first major road race 
in California since 1954. 

The big bikes have long held the 
limelight in AMA road racing but the 
last few years, particularily this year, 
the lightweight 250cc jobs have begun 
to cut into the picture with the forma- 
tion of the factory teams of Yamaha, 
Suzuki and Harley-Davidson. 

Yamaha has won the vast majority of 
the major lightweight road races the 
last three years but it could all change 
this Sunday. 

Suzuki has been building and im- 
proving since their first outing last 
March at Daytona and will meet the 
Yamaha challenge for the second time 
this coming Sunday. 

The high-torque Harley Sprints will 
figure strongly, as the Carlsbad course 
is much shorter than Daytona and it will

leave much more to the rider rather than 
the horsepower. 

Rayborn ran the pants off Nixon in 
the 250cc Des Moines road race which 
Suzuki did not enter. All three will be 
meeting only for the second——and final, 
time this year. They could steal all the 
thunder from the big jobs. 

The best thing that ever happened to 
road racing on the national circuit came 
about in the rule changes this year when 
they eliminated time trials. All the 
riders now square off against each other 
in heat races to determine where they 
line up in the feature. 

The Des Moines heat races, also the 
Daytona heats, were trophy dash clas- 
sics and they should be the same this 
Sunday at Carlsbad. 

The Carlsbad event also carries 
many more national points than Ascot 
and Sacramento and there is a real 
scramble still going on for the top ten 
places that the national point fund pays. 

The Carlsbad course is the most ex- 
citing of all the current courses in that 
the action is right in front of the fans 
over 90% of the time. It is the only track 
that gets the riders airbome at over 100 
mph. 

Rayborn is the early favorite «with 
Nixon a shade behind. Gary has the 
edge on Markel in this one, but don't 
sell the champ short. They are a toss- 
up in the last one at Sacramento. 

The 250cc race should be a three 
way photo finish between Nixon, Ray- 
born and Hammer, You have watched 
them on dirt for years but wait till you 
see them do the same on pavement. 

The three brands involved all have 
stated that winning lightweight road 
races really helps sell 250's to the 
street riders. And where is the biggest 
market but California?

the table and read Article 8, Section 8 
from it, in which it expressly states that 
dual sanctions are not allowed. 

Berry said he knew that some of the 
rules were antiquated and needed to be 
up-dated. However, a rule is a rule and 
while one is in effect, he has no other 
choice but to up-hold it, but if a rule is 
a bad one he said, “I'll do everything I 
can to change it. 1 came to this new job 
unencumbered and there'll be no hanky- 
panky. However, any rule change is up 
to the Board of Trustees." 

Secretary Bill Adams said “If we on 
the local level had heard about these 
rules, we wouldn’t have all this trouble. 
We didn’t even know that dual-sanctions 
were expressly forbidden as just one 
instance.” Berry again apologized, stat- 
ing that an organization as large as the 
AMA should have made sure that we 
were informed. Adams then said, “We 
should all give Mr. Berry a chance, he 
can’t unravel the whole thing at once. 
He inherited the problems and is trying 
to solve them as best he can.” 

When asked about changing rules, 
Section 7, Article 8 was read which 
states that the Competition Committee 
should do all enacting on rules. Once a 
year they meet to amend, change or pass 
new rules, 

The subject ofthe professional riders 
being banned from scrambles was brought 
up. Secretary Berry said that he didn’t 
understand much about it, and he wasn’t 
present when it was passed. However, 
one man had brought it up and the others 
must have thought it was a good idea as 
it passed unanimously 25 to 0. He was 
sure that it would come up again on the 
agenda for the Competition Committee 
meeting this year. 

Then Larry Reed spoke up. “We must 
have a democracy,” he said, “Why can’t 
we vote for these National. Committee- 
men? Aub LeBard and the other members 
are never around, Earl Flanders is hard 
working and generally present at our 
meetings, but no one else from our local 
group is ever around. The Secretary ap- 
points these men and the Board of Trus- 
tees confirms the appointments." 

Bill Adams asked, “Would you con- 
sider recommendations from District 37 
on these appointments?” Berry replied 
that he would. He said he felt that the 
Board of Trustees were behind the times. 

A question was asked about Earl 
Flanders’ status. Was he the AMA repre- 
sentative on the West Coast, as he al- 
ways seemed to know the answers? Mr. 
Berry replied that the AMA has no West 
Coast representative and Mr. Flanders 
is entitled to speak only for the Com- 
petition Committee. 

A Dirt Digger representative then 
asked if anything could be done in the 
next 30 days to benefit their Corrigan- 
ville (Hopetown) event, “For whether 
the event was AMA or ACA sanctioned, 
the riders would be riding it in their 
thousands, so the AMA had better be at 
the entrance gate to pick up the cards, 
since by their rules it would be a non- 
sanctioned event, thereby losing the 
riders their AMA membership, and also 
losing the AMA their $8000 a year." 

Comments poured from the. floor after 
that statement, some for»and some 
against. Jean Carter asked for order. 
Berry, looking straight at the group, said 
that he wasn't an S.O.B. from the Home 
Office with all the answers, he just 
didn't have them, but at least he had 
come to the meeting and was trying. 

Asked about the Cartright Act which 
protects contestants from losing their 
license for competing in another associ- 
ations' events, and *was the AMA 
breaking a state rule by threatening to 
do this?” Berry had this to say, “Some 
time ago, the AMA tried to ban a rider 
for riding another event and the rider 
complained. The State Attomey General 
informed the AMA of the Cartright Act 
which is a California law, The AMA said 
that it didn’t apply to them because they 
are a non-profit organization. The At- 
tomey General's office said it did, and 
that they would take the case to court to 
prove it, The AMA wisely decided to 
drop the case and reinstate the rider." 

Don Kemp then asked if the AMA and 
F.1.M. were co-operating. The answer 
was that the AMA was definitely not 
interested in cooperating with the F.I.M. 

Asked where operating expenses 
come from for the AMA, Berry's answer 
was “from individual memberships, the 
sale of ‘trinkets’ such as shoulder pat- 
ches, and from sanction fees.” 

Again the question of re-newing the 
Dirt Diggers’ charter came up. Berry 
said that.on taking over the job he had 
inherited the file on the Dirt Diggers 
case, and he appreciated the fact that a 
Dirt Digger had traveled back to Colum- 
bus to meet with him. “But, the Dirt 
Diggers had let their charter expire be- 
fore asking for renewal and, according 
to their letters, there is a non-harmonious 
situation.” He said that he had not given 
them their re-newal because the club had 
accepted a charter from another associ- 
ation and this was against the rules, If 
he had misunderstood, then he would re- 
consider if they would write to him 
stating the facts. 

Bill Thorwaldson was recognized and 
he spoke up on behalf of the Dirt Dig- 
gers, saying that they were “one of the 
best clubs in Southern California" and

he “hated to see all their twenty years 
of work go to waste, because I am sure 
they aren’t going to back down.” 

Don Allen, representative for the 
California Gophers, was recognized and 
he stood to speak again on the pro-rule 
and scrambles. “We are about to lose 
Prado Park and possibly Perris because 
of this ruling. Without spectators, the 
clubs cannot afford the rental of the 
tracks, and sportsman scrambles could 
end out here because of it.” Berry said 
he didn’t know what he could do about 
it, but is willing to sit down and try. 

Jean Carter then explained to Mr. 
Berry that in our District we voted down 
the money-for-scrambles rule when that 
was passed at the last National Com- 
petition Committee meeting. We voted 
against it so that our pros could con- 
tinue to ride if they wished, and then 
with our “Open Sunday” ‘rule we had no 
conflicts with Ascot Park’s monthly TT 
and everything was working well. Then 
the rule was enforced, events and at- 
tendance went way down and “every 
month there is a fight at the meeting 
because of this and there is constant 
dissention in the District. This and the 
problem with the re-newal of the Dirt 
Diggers charter are the only real prob- 
lems that the District has had in 10 
years,” Carter concluded. 

Berry then explained that if petitions 
were circulated, there was a chance that 
the National meeting could take place 
ahead of its presently scheduled date. 
Wires and telegrams could make this 
effective, but to get anything passed 
there would have to be a quorum present 
(16 votes out of the 30), Then, if a rule 
was changed, they could make it effec- 
tive as of that date or not until two 
years hence if they chose to do it that 
way. 
Bob Hayes, District Committeeman, 
spoke on the need for “Home Rule” and 
was applauded. On such important issues 
it was imperative that we have our own 
say. “As things are now,” illustrated 
Hayes, “It would be possible for the 
National Competition Committee to pass 
a rule that snow-tires must be used be- 
cause they had worked out so well in 
Bangor, Maine. Now they may benefit on 
a track in Bangor, Maine but they 
wouldn’t benefit anyone out here. Local 
people must be allowed to have a say 
on subjects that vitally affect their own 
particular District!” 

Although there were still many repre- 
sentatives who wished to speak, Jean 
Carter reluctantly closed the meeting 
because time had run out. He thanked 
Secretary Berry for making the trip out 
so that he-could hear our problems first 
hand from those affected. 


Desert Helicopter Ambulance 


Before the meeting was given over to 
open discussion, Bill Adams read the 
minutes of the previous meeting. A re- 
presentative asked for clarification about 
the previous months' subject of riding a 
course prior to an event. Did this mean 
all types of events? Jean Carter said 
that it was desert events that were un- 
der discussion at the time, and that was 
what the ruling applied to. 

Slow desert ambulance service was 
discussed again, and President Carter 
said that the only feasibly answer to the 
problem was to hire a helicopter. these 
move so fast that everyone wo. `° ` 
happy. However, he had checked, . « 
the average fee for the use of a chopper 
for a 4-hour day would be $300. With 
riders currently paying 25€ a day the 
clubs couldn't afford it, but for a $1 fee 
they just might manage. Average at- 
tendance this year in the desert had 
been 290 per event, The ‘copter would, 
however, only pick up the injured rider 
and return him to the pit area and it 
would be the responsibility of someone 
else to get the man to the hospital. As 
the service stands now, the four-wheel 
drive vehicle used picks up the rider, 
and the stand-by ambulance is called 
which transports him the rest of the 
way. One representative suggested do- 
ing away with the whole thing altogether. 

Carter replied that we can’t shoot 
down the whole service because of its 
Short-comings. *If it can save the life 
of one rider, it's worth it. Riders have 
suffered critical and fatal injuries that 
have been lessened if they could have 
been helped in time. All you're gambling 
on for your money is that you are the 
first rider they have to pick up and are 
not out after someone else when you go 
down and need them. So it's Still worth 
it. 

One representative suggested that 
District 37 buy its own four-wheel drive 
vehicle. “Riders have to pay extra 
mileage for the trip to the hospital any- 
way.” There was no comment when 
Carter asked who should be responsible 
for seeing that the vehicle was at each 
run. He then asked that representatives 
take the matter back to their clubs for 
discussion and the subject would be 
brought up at the next meeting. 

He then announced that next month, 
the first nominations for 1967 officers 
would be accepted, with 2nd nominations 
plus elections, taking place in Decem- 
ber. Clubs are asked to discuss this and 
make their choices to start proceedings 
at the next meeting.
